Winn Howarp Tarr was born 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, on ‘September 
15, 1887, and was admitted to the 
State Bar in 1890, For atime he 
acted, os law reporter on two, local 
papers,‘.but he was on ambitious 
"young man, and a year later sccur- 
‘ed ‘na appointment aa, assistant 
prosecuting ‘attorney. His progress 
therbafter was rapid.’ He became 
State Solicitor-General at the age 
of 24, Governor of: the Philippines 
at 43, Secretary’ for War at,46, and 
President, of fhe, United’ States at 
‘1.. It isninteresting to mote that 
Mr, parr reel vel His education in 
the’ public.. schools of Cineinnati, 
and graduated at Yale in 1678. He 
was the only, man jn the history of 
the United States*to-have: held tho 
two olloes, ot :Chiof,, Executive and 
Chief Judge, being the.
